New York, Aug. 20.—There are few 


fans in the country today who can be- 
lieve the charges brought by Manag- 
er Joe Birmingham of the Naps that 
Larry Lajoie has laid down on him— 
that the great Frenchman has not 
given the club the best that was in 
him. 


Those who know Lajoie personally 


and those who know him only through 
his record as a ball player cannot be- 
lieve that Birmingham's charges are 
founded on fact. 
For eighteen yeays 


Lajoie has been in big league baseball 
and during all those years he has 
been a credit and an honor to the 
game. For eighteen years -not a 
breath of scandal has flutttered about 
his name. 


And now comes Birmingham, dis- 


firuntled and angered because he is 
the leader of a tail end team and at- 
tempts to blacken the name of a man 
who has done a hundred times more 
baseball than he ever has done or 
ever will do, and whose memory will 
live and be cherished for decades af- 
ter Birmingham's has been forgotten. 


Does Birmingham wish to get rid 


- of Lajoie because he fears that the 


veteran second baseman may sup- 
plant him as manager? There are 
some who feel that this might be the 
underlying cause for Birmingham's 
charges against the veteran. Several 
months ago a report was current that 
euch a change would take place. Bir- 
mingham is said to have a contract 
that still has two years to run, but 
managers are not always retained for 
the full length of their contract. 


None of those who know the great 


Frenchman intimately can believe for 
one moment that he would deliberate- 
ly plot against and man. Lajoie stacks 
up as a man, clean and straight, and 
one who had given the best that is in 
him to his superiors for 18 years. Cer- 
tain it seems that now, in the twi- 
light of his wonderful 
career, 
he 


could not change his nature; and he 
would not sully his name by any 
quitting tactics. 


Lajoie has not been hitting them 


out this year. His batting has been 
woefully weak. But there has been 
nothing wrong with his fielding, noth- 
ing wrong with his throwing. He still 
is, despite his 39 years, the most 
graceful fielder in the game, and he 
still ranks as one of the greatest de- 
fensive players in the big leagues. 
I 


If Birmingham bases his charges ' 


against Lajoie on the fact that he 
isn't hitting, it would seem that La- 
joie is being treated unjustly. Lajoie 
has been in a slump and batting 
slumps come frequently in the careers 
of even the most wonderful and most 
consistent sluggers. 
This isn't the 


first batting slump that Lajoie has 
encountered. Back in 1907 and 1908 
the best he could do was .299 and .289 
The general verdict then was—"He's 
through." Lajoie upset the dope by 
coming back in 1909 with .324, in 1910 
with 384, 365 in 1911, 368 in 1912 and 
.335 in 1913. 


This year Lajoie hasn't been able 


to hit them for better than about .223. 
His grand average covering all the 
other years of his careers is .351—the 
best average ever compiled by anyone 
over such a lengthy stretch. 
It's a 


wonderful record and one no doubt

Authorizing the construction of a 


sanitary sewer on Hannah ami Olive 
Streets, in the Third Ward of the Boi- 
oufjh of Clearfield, Pennsylvania, to 
extend from a point near the Law- 
rence Township line at the Western 
end of Hannah Street to the main 
sewer on Turnpike Avenue, and pro- 
viding that the cost thereof be assess- 
ed back to the owners of the proper- 
ties abutting on said streets.

Township line at the Western end of 
Hannah Street East along- said street 
to Olive Street, thence along Olive 
Street, North to Hannah Street and 
thence along Hannah Street to the 
main sewer on Turnpike Avenue: 
said sewer to be constructed of terra 
cotta pipe and to be not less than 
eight inches in diameter; and when 
completed the cost thereof shall be as- 
sessed back to the owners of the real 
estate abutting on said streets, which 
assessment if not promptly paid shall 
be collected from csid abutting prop- 
ery owners as provided b.y law. 


Section 2. The Utilities Committee 


of the Town Council is hereby author- 
ized to lay out, build and cor struct 
said sewer under the direction ami su- 
pervision of the 
Borough Engineer^ 


and when said sewer is constructed it 
shall become one of the public sewers 
of said borough, and shall be subject 
to all the rules and regulations for 
the control of the sewerage system 
of the Borough of Clearfield.

New York, Aug. 20.—There are few 


fans in the country today who can be- 
lieve the charges brought by Manag- 
er Joe Birmingham of the Naps that 
Larry Lajoie has laid down on him— 
that the great Frenchman has not 
given the club the best that was in 
him. 


Those who know Lajoie personally 


and those who know him only through 
his record as a ball player cannot be- 
lieve that Birmingham's charges are 
founded on fact. 
For eighteen yeays 


Lajoie has been in big league baseball 
and during all those years he has 
been a credit and an honor to the 
game. For eighteen years -not a 
breath of scandal has flutttered about 
his name. 


And now comes Birmingham, dis- 


firuntled and angered because he is 
the leader of a tail end team and at- 
tempts to blacken the name of a man 
who has done a hundred times more 
baseball than he ever has done or 
ever will do, and whose memory will 
live and be cherished for decades af- 
ter Birmingham's has been forgotten. 


Does Birmingham wish to get rid 


- of Lajoie because he fears that the 


veteran second baseman may sup- 
plant him as manager? There are 
some who feel that this might be the 
underlying cause for Birmingham's 
charges against the veteran. Several 
months ago a report was current that 
euch a change would take place. Bir- 
mingham is said to have a contract 
that still has two years to run, but 
managers are not always retained for 
the full length of their contract. 


None of those who know the great 


Frenchman intimately can believe for 
one moment that he would deliberate- 
ly plot against and man. Lajoie stacks 
up as a man, clean and straight, and 
one who had given the best that is in 
him to his superiors for 18 years. Cer- 
tain it seems that now, in the twi- 
light of his wonderful 
career, 
he 


could not change his nature; and he 
would not sully his name by any 
quitting tactics. 


Lajoie has not been hitting them 


out this year. His batting has been 
woefully weak. But there has been 
nothing wrong with his fielding, noth- 
ing wrong with his throwing. He still 
is, despite his 39 years, the most 
graceful fielder in the game, and he 
still ranks as one of the greatest de- 
fensive players in the big leagues. 
I 


If Birmingham bases his charges ' 


against Lajoie on the fact that he 
isn't hitting, it would seem that La- 
joie is being treated unjustly. Lajoie 
has been in a slump and batting 
slumps come frequently in the careers 
of even the most wonderful and most 
consistent sluggers. 
This isn't the 


first batting slump that Lajoie has 
encountered. Back in 1907 and 1908 
the best he could do was .299 and .289 
The general verdict then was—"He's 
through." Lajoie upset the dope by 
coming back in 1909 with .324, in 1910 
with 384, 365 in 1911, 368 in 1912 and 
.335 in 1913. 


This year Lajoie hasn't been able 


to hit them for better than about .223. 
His grand average covering all the 
other years of his careers is .351—the 
best average ever compiled by anyone 
over such a lengthy stretch.

AN ORDINANCE. 


Authorizing the construction of a 


sanitary sewer on Hannah ami Olive 
Streets, in the Third Ward of the Boi- 
oufjh of Clearfield, Pennsylvania, to 
extend from a point near the Law- 
rence Township line at the Western 
end of Hannah Street to the main 
sewer on Turnpike Avenue, and pro- 
viding that the cost thereof be assess- 
ed back to the owners of the proper- 
ties abutting on said streets. 


Be it ordained by the Town Council 


of the Borough of Clearfield in Council 
regularly assembled, snd it is hereby 
ordained and enacted by authority of 
the same: 


Section 1. That a public sanitary 


sewer be laid out. constructed and 
built on Hannah and Olive Streets in 
the Third Ward of the Borough of 
Clearfield, Pennsylvania, to extend 
from a point near 
the Lawrence 


Township line at the Western end of 
Hannah Street East along- said street 
to Olive Street, thence along Olive 
Street, North to Hannah Street and 
thence along Hannah Street to the 
main sewer on Turnpike Avenue: 
said sewer to be constructed of terra 
cotta pipe and to be not less than 
eight inches in diameter; and when 
completed the cost thereof shall be as- 
sessed back to the owners of the real 
estate abutting on said streets, which 
assessment if not promptly paid shall 
be collected from csid abutting prop- 
ery owners as provided b.y law. 


Section 2. The Utilities Committee 


of the Town Council is hereby author- 
ized to lay out, build and cor struct 
said sewer under the direction ami su- 
pervision of the 
Borough Engineer^ 


and when said sewer is constructed it 
shall become one of the public sewers 
of said borough, and shall be subject 
to all the rules and regulations for 
the control of the sewerage system 
of the Borough of Clearfield.

the closest calculations that they were 
able to make both ends meet. 
His 


: father, a postman, made but 
forty 


cents a day, and his mother helped out 
this pitifully meager wage by making 
dresses for her peasant acquaintances

Joseph went bare- 
footed to school to save his shoes and 
after four years at a. seminary was 
sent to a higher school. His oration 
as a priest came at the age of 25, and 
be had several charges, growing in in- 
fluence and importance until he was 
rector of the seminary, then bishop of 
Mantua. 


A Simple Mannered Man. 


In 1893 Father Sarto was 
made 


cardinal by Leo XIII, receiving San 
Bernado in Rome as bis titular church 
When he became cardinal, he also be- 
came patriarch of Venice, an office he 


-' was filling when in 1903 he was chos- 


en as the head of the Roman Catholic- 
church by the sacred college. 


During all these years, he was not- 


ed for his simple manner of living and 
his charities. 
The papacy was a 


great burden to him and he received 


1 it as a cross.
